The Political Boss 


The political "boss" was dismissed 


by Prof.'Hall as largely a'figment 
of the imagination. 


The head of the party you belong 


to is called the leader,'". he said, 
"but the head of. the opposing party 
is called a 'boss.' Just so does ypui 
ovra party boast of an 'organiza- 
tion,' • while -the other parties are 
condemned for having a "machine. 
As a matter of fact, from personal 
experience in a local ward campaign 
in Chicago, I. can say that the big- 
gest function of a 'political boss' is 
to induce people . to exercise their 
right to vote—'-which is one of the 
hardest jobs I know of." 


. The two-party system is the best, 


Prof. Hall said. Where many par- 


ciples," he said. 
"They can'organ- 


ize so'much 'sentiment'that the old 
parties are forced to steal the new 
party's thunder. ,The socialist par- 
ty has exerted a great influence in 
this respect." 


Urging women to get into the 


political parties 'and demand' laws 
elevating the social, industrial and 
health standards of the nation, Miss 
Emma Conlcy .of the university ex- 
tension division addressed the meet- 
ing on the "Aims and Purposes of 
the League of Women Voters."

SAN FRANCISCC^-A Commis- 


sion to investigate industrial dis- 
putes is the basis of William 
J. 


Bryan's plant .on industrial rela- 
tions. A detailed statement of his 
plan was.issued today by Mr. Bry- 
an, as follows: 


"I sball submit for the con- 


sideration of .the committee- a 
very simple plan which is iden- 
tical "in" its general provisions 
with th« plan embodied in 30 
treaties with three-quarters of 


. tho world' and afterwards nrade

SAN FRANCISCO-^enator Rob- 


ins-oh'*pe_rmanent chairman of the 
democratic . national convention,, in

tory in the coming campaign. - Com- 
parison of the democratic aim ie- 
publican records, contrasts of-politi- 
cal policies and of party leadership 
justifies the belief that the nepubli- 
can party will be driven from pow- 
er in both branches of congress and 
that complete control of the govern- 
ment will be restored.to the demo- 
cratic party in the November elec- 
tions; because that party has earned 
the public confidence. 


. "The republican platform adopted 
'at'Chicago, is an am'azirig-juinble of 
ambiguities, 
inconsistencies, 
eva- 


sions, 
misrepresentations, 
"strad- 


dles" and "slanders." 
It is delib- 


erately unfair in charging upon tne 
democratic administration' all 
re- 


sponsibility for military unprepared- 
ness. 
Every one knows that the re- 


publican party controlled the gov- 
ernment for a long, period prior to 
the inauguration of President Wil- 
son. 
When the democratic party, 


went into power March 4, 1013, both, 
the army and the navy were far be- 
low the authorized number.

•was in conflict with federal regu- 
lations. 


FIRST EFFORT FAILED 


Federal Judge AmUon, before 


whom the olca for an ^junction was 
first brought, denied it and in ex-

'district court of North Dakota, 
composed of Judges W. H. Sanborn 
of SI. Paul, Page Morris of Duluth, 
and W. F. Booth of Minneapolis. 


The law, which is now suspended 


ar.d 
to be tested later, provides in 


the main that all elevator operators 
must take out a license and keep 
accurate standard records of busi- 
ness done, that they must grade the 
wheat properly according to law and 
where the farmer thinks a mistake 
is made the operator and the farmer 
are to agree on a sample which the 
stLte will grade directly, and that 
all valuable dockage must be paid 
for at market value.

Hither- 
to there had been no rules or regu- 
lations and consequently the act in- 
curred the enmity of the big grain 
dealers who 
depend for much of 


their profit-on trickery and other 
forms of 
dishonesty at 
the local 


station.

It has, on the other hand, saved | 


the farmers several million dollars, j 
and will save more as the farmers 
become aware of its protective feat- 
ures and take advantage of them. 
Its weakness has been the fact that 
many farmers did not grasp what | 
the'law offered and consequently 
failed to .bring many violations to 
the- attention of the state grain.in- 
spector.

In the theory of this act the ele-

'inspection department. 
The agent 


is under the direct supervision of 
tho state grain inspection depart- 
ment at all times and wholly respon- 
sible to it. 


"I believe that if these matters 


had been presented to the .court 
there would have been no injunction 
issued, but the constitutionality of 
the- law would have been Jried out 
without stopping the operation of 
it iii the meantime.

The wonder of it all is that Babe 


Ruth can, remain his natural self 
these days. 
Millions of fans are 


proclaiming him the greatest maul- 
er the grand old game of baseball,
